He told his 
parents that ha helped Ferris’s attorney prepare s suit against his own 
parents, The bey had 7*00 dollars in currency on hi* at the time. He 
stated to officara that ha left home with J52.CC. Xr. Mrs. Landry 
InslAtsd that A1 had on *22.00 when he left h », The boy told a long 
story about hia activity while away, and stated that he hitched hiked to 
the Mississippi Calf Coast on the night he ran away on August 5, 1961. 

H® returned to Scrs Orleans after about 5 or 6 day® and weai to see Capt 
Ferris. He stated that he spent Monday and Tuesday August 14th end' 15th 
with Cppt Ferris and then hitch hifckod to Houston Texas, where he stayed 
for another week. He stated that when ha was In Sew Orleans, with 6apt 
Farris, after coming back fro* Mississippi, he visited the office of Kr. 
Arcaeha Saitb in the company of Capt Ferrte. Motet This again verified 
the statements node by diehard Dasaa end Haney talker, however there is 
•os* confusion as to the d&Ses. beeauos Miss Walker fait that it was 
Monday and Tuesday August 7 and 6th, 1961, however eho waa not certain. 
The boy ecatinued by statfcig that he left this city on Tuesday night 
August 1 5 th and hitched hiked to Houston, Texas, mere he lived in cheap 
reacting houses for s week. He stated that he called his parent© fro* 
the Houstcs Airport. Be stated that he called Capt Ferris fro* Houston 
and learned about the investigation being conducted, and that ha finally 
loft Houston m the 17th of August and hitched hiked back te Hew Orleans. 
Officers ebserved that the boy was extremely clean and fresh looking, for 
having lived he stated for two weeks. The boy was questioned about

lifter the Interrogation on Friday August 13th, 1961, Al Landry was token 
to the Youth Study Cqnter. OB Monday August. 21, 1961, Investigating officers 
questioned him further, whila at the Center. He refused to mak* a state- 
ment.

Investigating officers observed in the book, a notation written in red pencil, 
NOT AN OFFICIAL VT3IT. indicating that Dr. D. Ferrie had cnnas to see Albert 
iSheramia," Jiivenile Toy, without authority, acting a© a professional man seeing 
his patient. This book, according to the Youth ptudy Center policy, can 
only bo signed by parents of a boy, or by professional people who come 
regularly to see juveniles, are wno first obtain permission to see a Juvenile, 
in a professional capacity. Page-SB of the Visitor's leeord Book of the 
Youth Study Canter wao photostated by the B of I, irasScskkiasi trchnitian 
Lloyd Maestri, and vdll be entered in evidence. 

Investigating officers checked Juvenile Bureau records and found that an 
Angus t 4. I960. Albert Cheramie waa handled for run lag away fros home, and 
was found at the home of David Ferria. who was then living at 704 Airline 
Park Blvd, Lt» A. J. Scardina, then Juvenile Officer for JmffeMicn parish. 
Investigated the case. Attempts are being nade to locate the offical record 
at the Juvenile Bureau in Jefferson Parish. 

The above eas® is a similar one to the Al Landry setter.
